1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to.adopt the nonpartisan 
ballot for the election of officers in the town of Temple. 

3. Will the Town vote that 10 separate petitions must be 
filed in lieu of a declaration. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the 
same. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of highways and bridges. 

6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$950.00, the State to contribute the sum of $950.00, for widening 
the bridge at the foot of MHolt’s hill, and to see if the 
Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1750.00,.the State 
to contribute the sum of $1750.00, for widening the stone 
bridge near Maki’s; both of which have not been accepted by the 
State, as yet, for State maintenance. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for the 
improvement of Class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$493.38, the State to contribute the sum of $1973.53, or the Town to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $529.15, the State to contribute 
$3527.67. 

8. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for snow removal. 

9. Tosee what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of calcium chloride for use on Class V 
roads. 

10. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the sum of $724.50 received from the use of road equipment.

The Board of Education of Temple respectfully submits its 
annual report with that of the Treasurer, Superintendent and Audi- 
tors. 

We are pleased to report that the music program under the 
direction of its new music teacher, Miss Ethelyn Edwards, of Wilton 
is progressing well. The pupils are entering into this activity with 
much enthusiasm and are deriving much pleasure from it. 

The new moving picture projector has added a great deal of 
enrichment to our total educational program. We are deeply indebt- 
ed to the various organizations who assisted us in procuring this edu- 
cational aid. 

The installation of the new oil burner, replacing the coal-fired 
system, is doing all that we expected of it. We find that the building 
is much cleaner, and more comfortable than before. As evidenced 
in our proposed budget for next year, it is also more economical. 
We can visualize a saving of approximately $252.00 per year in 
janitor service. Our fuel bills to date indicate that we can operate 
within the $500.00 budgeted for next year. 

We wish to thank Mrs. Dorothea Leighton for the excellent 
job she is doing in managing our school lunch program. We also 
wish to thank the parents and townspeople for their encouragement, 
donations and generous support of this activity. While it has been 
operating only a short time, we have noticed definite improvements 
in the general health of the pupils. 

The general educational program is being carried out well un- 
der the able teaching of Mrs. Lucy Carter and Miss Helen Stone. 
We wish to commend both teachers for their interest in professional 
improvement. Mrs. Carter attended the summer session at Plymouth 
Teachers College during the summer of 1950. Both Mrs. Carter 
and Miss Stone attended the extension course at Wilton, during the 
school year 1949-50, and Miss Stone is again attending an extension 
course this year. 

The children, under the supervision of the teachers, are con- 
tinuing their excellent work in maintaining the school building and 
property, at a considerable saving to the town. 

We wish to again thank the townspeople for their continued 
support and cooperation.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Instruction 


I am pleased to report that our school is continuing to make 
progress under the capable instruction and leadership of Miss Helen 
Stone, Mrs. Lucy Carter and Miss Ethelyn Edwards, our new music 
teacher and supervisor. The tool subjects of Reading, Writing, 
Arithmetic, and Language Arts are being stressed, complemented by 
an appreciation of music and a knowledge of how to live competently 
in a democratic society. Your teachers are aware of the need for 
contemporary methods of instruction and are keeping abreast of the 
_ most recent trends by constantly refreshing their personal education 
by attending extension courses and summer school sessions. Mrs 
Carter attended Plymouth Teachers College this past summer and 
Miss Stone is presently enrolled in a fifteen weeks course in Elemen- 
tary School Guidance given at Wilton, N. H. through the coopera- 
tion of Keene Teachers College. 


School Lunch Program 


Our health education program has been supplemented by 
the establishment in our school of a Class A School Lunch Program. 
The program is being operated by Mrs. Dorothy Leighton, assisted 
by Mrs. Lillian Maynard. In the short time the program has been 
in operation, a change has been noted in the children. They eat 
more food, more slowly, and are getting a balanced meal at noon in 
a controlled situation. The excellent cooperation of the towns- 
people in providing equipment, food, etc. has been an exceptional 
help to the operators. 


Health Supervision 


Miss Sybil Beatham, School Nurse, has handled the health 
supervision very capably, assisted by Dr. Cayward of New Ipswich. 
For details of her work I refer you to the School Nurse Report. 
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Improvements To Building 


The new oil burning unit has made it possible for our child- 
ren to work in cleaner rooms where temperatures are even and easily 
regulated. A new hot water unit was attached to the boiler to 
provide hot water for the lunch program and to provide hot water 
taps in the sinks for washing purposes. Hot water in a school build- 
ing has become a necessity and is strongly recommended by the 
State Department of Health. One radiator section had to be replaced 
this fall and there is another that eventually will need replacing in 
the not too distant future. This one is in the upper grade classroom. 


Transportation 


The town route is being competently operated by Mr. Henry 
Fish. It is planned to operate approximately the same route next 
year. 


Finance 


Every effort is being made to offer our young people an ade- 
quate education as economically as possible. An analysis of the 
School Board’s Budget shows that the increases for 1951-52 are due 
largely to tuitions, teacher retirement, and teachers’ salaries. We 
have no control over tuitions or teacher retirement. The first is set 
by the receiving districts and as our number of pupils attending 
high school increase so will our tuition cost. This figure is controlled 
by the average per pupil cost for the State of New Hampshire. In 
1949-50 this was $252.04 for high school pupils. Tuition to Peter- 
borough in 1951-52 will be $250 per pupil, Appleton Academy, $225. 
and Wilton $225. The district’s contribution to the State Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System is set by statute at 6.09% of the gross 
teachers’ salaries. Other increases are the result of the general in- 
crease in the cost of living reflected by the present economic con- 
ditions of the Nation. 


State Aid 


The status of State Aid is uncertain, and dependent upon the 
attitude of the present Legislature toward State Aid to Education. 
The new bill does not provide for any state aid for Temple, conse- 
quently the School Board made no estimate for income from this 
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source. Much publicity has been given to this bill, thus it is not felt 
necessary to go into details in this report. 
Conclusion 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the parents and 
friends of the Temple School for their constant support and interest 
in school activities. I also appreciate the excellent cooperation and 
help that has been extended to me by the Temple School Board.

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SCHOOL NURSE 


As School Nurse in the Temple Public School I made twelve 
visits to the Temple School for the purpose of inspecting the child- 
ren. The first half of the year was one in which there was much 
contagious disease, and the resulting absence of the pupils was high. 
Whooping cough was prevalent, as was pink eye, or infectious con- 
junctivitis, of which there were ten cases. Colds, poison ivy, and 
hives were found on inspection the second half of the year. One 
child is confined to his home with rheumatic fever. 


By means of the Snellon Chart I tested the pupils’ eyes and 
found that four pupils could not read the chart at twenty feet. 
Three are wearing glasses for eye deficiency and recommendation 
was made for the fourth. 


Dr Cayward made the annual examination in October and 
found that the following defects existed: 


Teeth Nine pupils needed care | 
Tonsils, infected Six pupils needed care 
Eye Red Two 

Glands Three 

Tumor on chest One 

Cold One 


I have tried to approach the prevention of disease from a real- 
istic angle and each time that I have inspected the children have 
stressed the importance of personal cleanliness and good health 
habits as one way of preventing disease. The lack of water in the 
fall was a great handicap in this phase of the nurse’s work. 


The completion of the Fluorine treatment in Milford by some 
of the pupils was a stimulus for all to keep their teeth clean and in 
good condition.
